of Test; Avert Zero Delay 


Camp Skeel, Oscoda, Mich., Feb. 18. 
—~[Special.}—Michigan’s imaginary en- 
emy, temporarily delayed in the cross- 
ing of the Straits of Mackinaw yes- 
terday, sent its fast scout planes today 
down to a point over Alpena to ascer- 
tain the line held by our defensive 
infantry.
